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r-LEBANGN  COUNTY  IN  HISTORY,. BIOGRAPHY  AND 

GENEALOGY.  , .

Before  proceeding  with  the  paper  wliicli 
1 have  prepared  for  tins  occasion/^  perm  it 
me  to  coiigpatulate  you  upon  Uie  oi- 
ganizatiou  of  a locaJ  historical'"  society, 
through  thfe  instrumentality  of  which  you 
may  gather  Up  the  uuuiy  fragments  ot 
your  history  and  preser^•e  them  for  pos- 
"terity.  Whatever  1 may  be  able  to  do  to 
further  your  patriotic  zeal  and  cause,  it 
will  give  me  the  " greatest  delight,  'lliere 
La  something  charming  about  your  local 
history,  >Aid  1 have  endeavored,  so  far  as 
time  was.alloweil  me,  to  preserve  some 
portion  of  its  history,  biography  ami  ge- 
nealogy’. V\  hat  you  or  1 may  do  today 
may  not  be  found  perfect,  but  yet  it  will 
form  the  nucleus  of  that  truth  of  history- 
for  which  we  are  aJl  in  search. 

My  paper,  as  api>ears  by  the  subject 
Lebanon  ^County  in  Histoiy,  Biography 
"and  Genealogy — a'lil  be  only  more  of  a 
help  to"  you,  a guide — than  a resume  of  the 
I>a8t  with  its  treasured  history  of  almost 
a century  and  three- fourths  can  give  u.s. 
This  locality  is  grownng  old.  In  less  than 
twenty  years  the  next  generation  can  ifei- 
ebrate  the  bi-centennial  of  its  first  settle- 
ment. My  great  interest  in  thi.s  county 
lies  in  the  fact  that  my  iuiceslors  in  two 
lines  settled,,  one  in  Heidellnirg,  and  the 
other  in  Lebanon  township,  and  hence  1 
feel  they,  if  not  myself,  "were  to  Uie  ma- 
nor born.” 

, First,  let  me  point  out  the  sources  of 
your  history.  These  are  lieing  brought  to 
light  day  by  ilay,  and  1 am  greatly  pleasen 
to  feel  that  through  the  instrumenUlity 
of  several  gentlemen  who  iree  members  of 
your  society  much  that  was  hidden  to  the 
historian  a dozen  or'  a score  of  years  ago 
Lb  being  brought  to  light.  Nee<l  I refer  to 
the  “Hebron  Diary”  during  the  Revolu- 
tionary War,  and  to  the  records  of  Rev. 
Mohn  Casper  Stoever,  who  through  almost 
a fifty-year  ministry,  kept  one  of  the  most 
complete  and  invaluable  registers  of  bap- 
tisms and  marriages;  as  well,  to  that  In- 


teie.sting  pubhcation,  " l^mlmark.s  of  lac 
'la-banon  Valley.” 

* Our  early'  settlers  made  history , but  tiie 
records  they  kept  are  very  meagre, — glean- 
ing a httle  here  and  there,  time  and  re 
search  will,  however,  develop  very  much 
.-  that  is  ^precious,  instructive,  anil  enter 
^tajning.  ^ It  is  tlie  province  of  the  lo- 
^ cal  Historical  Society,  whether  as  individ- 
f uals,  ty  cjdlectivahiJ-ia-do  J.his  work. 

In  the  first  place  il  is  our  duty  tliat  we 
should  inquire  into  the  motives  which 
brought  tie  pioneere  to  this  part  of  the 
New  World — who  they  were — and  the 
self-deniala  of  those  God-serving  and  God- 
fearing men  and  women  whox  were  the 
builders  of  the  Commonwealth. — tliis 

Commonwealth,  the  greatest  in  the  Fed 
eral  Union  of  States. 

ITie  trials  of  our  early  settlers  in  tht*i- 
pioneer  bfe,  their  modes  of  living,  tlmir 
dwellings,  their  rude  implements  of  agri 
culture,  their  early  anu  peculiar  customs, 
•some  of  which  survive,  although  gradually 
(lisaj)peariiig,  are  for  ua  to  chronicle.  The 
history  of  the  early  churches,  of  the  inin 
isteis  and  schools,  will  form  enlcrtiuning 
topics  - for  consideration.  Much  llial  i.s 
interesting  and  important  centics  in  ami 
around  your  early  churches.  A few  years 
ago  I spent  one  of  the  most  deligbtfiil 
days  in  visiting  several  of  the.se  landmark- 
in  Bethel  township,  pijrticularly  Klopp  s 
and  the  “Ziegel  hGrche”  at  Mount  Zion 
One  hundred  and  forty  years  of  the  hi.s  ' 
tory  of  Lebanon  county  gathers  anniml 
these  8tructure»:—in  the  original  log  build 
ings — now  replaceil  by  handsoiiie  eililices 
which  would  be  an  adoniiiieiit  to  ajiy  <-it\' 
and  especially  the  Gml’s-acrcs  whicli 
would  put  to  shame  many  of  the  i-ily  (-em 
eteries,  for  their  order,  cleanliness  ami 
beauty.  In  this  neighborhood  oei-nrieil 
many  instances  of  Indian  warfare,  where 
the  marauding  savages,  cruel  as  the  Span 
ish  bandits  and  no  less  blooilthii-sly . left 
death  and  desolation  in  their  tracks.  In 
this  day  of  peace  and  plenty,  we  little 
think  of  the  suffering  of  the  bnive  pin 
neers,  who  settled  at  the  Ixise  of  the  Him 
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Mountains,  at  the  haiuls  of  the  treaelier- 
Miis  81ia\vanese  and  perfidious  iJel.iwares. 

Il  would  make  an  interesting  paper  lor 
'oiiie|(.)l  the  nieiiit>ers  of  your  8oeiet>  lu 
,1'cerfem  \rhere  Dietrich  8ix  dwelt,  and 
A ho  w ere  his  iieiglilHirs,  iii  NoveinlK'r, 
1735.  "The  I'rovrincial  aiitli(.)rities  seemed 
i*Millei'ent  and  eared  \ery  little  \\h<-lher 
I he  “turbulent  Irish  and  ignorant  tier 
nian"  w^re  swejit  from  the  laee  "I  the  - 
r.utli,  but  stoekadets  were  erected  lor 
I heir  defense,  and  thus  the  tide  of  ties- 
iiiiction  was  obstruetevl  and  kept  from 
'Ueeping  all  over  the  land,  anil  the  scalps 
I'l  the  peaceful  Quakei’s,  who  dwelt  tar  . 
iroiii  the  frontiers  were  saved.  'I  he  re- 
cord of  those  eventful  times  is  sullicienl 
!o  harrow  one’s  mind  at  the  complacency 
oi  the  heartless  inhabitants  who  dwelt 
icinotely  from  this  scene.  Hiit,  our  an- 
ifstors  came  to  stay,  and  the  snecessfiii 
^ampushing  of  tlie  encroaching  irench 
and  Indian  forces,  was  due  to  the  back 
inhabitants  wholly,  and  not  to  the  pro- 
genitors of  many  whose  descendanis 
now  look  in  vain  for  tin.  military  services 
ol  their  ancestors,  in  that  magnificent 
'I niggle  which  forever  ended  the  !•  rench 
>npreinaey  in  America. 

I'ollowing"  this  came  iieace  .ind  prosper- 
it\,  as  well  as  an  intin.x  oi  settlers  from  _ 
IMirojie  which  swelled  tlie  ranks  of  t he 
hard.  pioneers.  W^lien  the  tyrannv  ol 
I'leat  Bntain  became  unendurafile.  the 
i>  ninioji  interests  of  the  colonies  were 
' cnnmteil,  and  the  Scotch- 1 risli  and  ( ter 
in.in-Sw  iss,  stood  shoulder  to  shonldi’i  in 
ihit  struggle  fur  inde])endence-^-tlu'  W.n 
"I  the  Kevointioii.  Were  they  wanting 
Ml  valor,  ui  patrotism':'  .No.  They  ear 
iicstly  resolved  “that  while  the\  proles.s«td  - 
l"  be  loyal  subjects  of  (ircat  ifritain, 
the\-  would  not  submit  to  unjust  and  in- 
I'piitons  laws,  as  they  were  not  si  mi's  Inn 
liecmen.”  'i  es,  this  |)ortion  ol  then  Dm 
Carter  county,  sent  inU)  the  war  .stime  ol 
I lie  bravest  of  it.s  lnM  oi>s.  Need  1 reler  to 
' "loiiels  tloliii  I'hilip  De  Haas,  .Nicholas 
I'anssegger,  and  .loseph  Wood,  (’.iptains 
bilin  Keil\'  and  I'eter  (Iriil)b,  .Ir.,  v.diani 
"liicers  of  the  Pelin.sy  Ivanui  lane.  1 he 
' '.socia  tois  and  Militia  of  whom  theiv 
"l  ie  several  battalions  in  actixe  .scr\  icc 
laring  the  war,  prove<l  themselves  patri 
and  heroes  in  iiiam  an  engagennmt 
"ilh  the  hired  merci*narii“s  of  (Ircat  l!nr 
■nil.  A recoial  of  all  affaiiM  in  which  your 
iiiccstors  took  jiart,  ought  to  be  prei>ared 
b'  some  one  of  the  members  ol  yonr  So 
( icty. 


The  events  which  followed  after  peace 
was  declared,  and  the  struggle  for  the  for- 
mation of  a new  county  out  of  the  nortii- 
ern  portion  of  Lancaster  county,  were  ol 
momentous  consequence.  The  struggle 
was  not  for  separation,  but  for  the  loca- 
tion of  the  county  town.  Lebanon  was 
then  a nourishing  village,  Harrisburg 
had  been  only  laid  out  by  the  proprietor 
— merely  on  paper.  Its  location,  however, 
on  the  Susquehanna,  then  con.sniered  a 
liavigable  sti-eani,  and  on  the  highway  to 
the  west,  gave  it  pre-eminence  in  the  con- 
test, and  it  was  selected.  For  twenty- 
eight  years,  however,  the  subject  was  ;i 
matter  of  great  iriitation;  and  when,  ii^* 
18Id,  a separation  took  place  Fteitztown 
was  happy. 

Now,  as  to  Biogi-iphy;  — 1 heard  an  Fd- 
itor  not  many  miles  awa)'  from  this  city, 
say,  in  pointing  out  the  defects  of  the  late 
history  of  your  county — the  objectionable 
features  were  the  biographies  of  that 
work.  1 e.\ pressed  my  regret  tluit  it  was 
not  fuller,  for^hat  would  we  not  give  for 
just  such  a reeonJ  of  the  inlLabitants  of  a 
century  or  more  prior,  llow^dearly  would 
wc  treasure  it.  The  .sequel  slroweil  that 
in  the  subsequent  yeai-s  full  use,  withoiics 
quotation  marks,  was  made  of  imiih  of 
this  data  preseiwcxl  therein.  Ilow  littfe 
do  we  know  ol  the  more  prominent  of  the 
early  settlers,  (leorge  Sleitz  came  lo  this 
coiiiiU')’,  took  ii|>  land,  laid  out  the  tow  n of 
■ Leb.mon,  and  that  is  alsmt  all  we  know 
of  the  tonmler.  The  same  iua\  Is-  re- 
marked of  Isaac  Myer,  the  founder  ol 
.M yerstow  11.  'I'he  few  brief  point.s  w liicti. 
have  come  down  to  u-.  ha\c  been  prer^erv 
ed  III  the  history  of  your  coimtw 

During  the  French  and  Indian  w.ir 
175.5  to  17(>4-  there  were  a number  of  otli- 
eers  ifi  ser\  ice  Ironi  this  portion  ol 
then  Lancaster  coniit\,  despite  the  as 
sertion  of  .i  recent  writer,  who  ha.-' 
stated  that  the  (lernians  and  Ssotcli 
Irish  on  the  froiitiei's  were  slow  to 
volunteer  -a  palpable  untruth  and  \et 
this  saying  is  to  la*  e.Xiiected  fniin  the 
Would-be  historian  wTio  aeknowleiigisl 
that  he  knew  nothing  of  tin*  histori  ol 
interior  Fennsylv  ama.  (M  ('ajit.iiiis  .\dam 
Ki-ad,  .John  Philip  De  Ha. is,  .lohn  (leoi'ge 
.Miller  we  have  reeoril,  but  where  will  ws 
lind  ITiographical  diiLi  ol  Lieutenants 
, .)olm  Nice,  .\dam  Henry,  .M.irtin  Heidler 
and  .-Vdam  Kontour.  The  .same  may  be 
said  of  Lieutenants  Martin  'riiomas  and 
Italzer  Orth,  although  in  th<‘  ns-ord  of  the 
( )rt.li  and  of  the  'rimmius  families,  refer 
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ence  may  be  tuiiiul.  yeveral  companies, 
as  you  well  kiyiw,  came  from  this  local- 
ity. It  will  be  your  province  make 
search  for  these  early  pioneers  who  tle- 
fendeii  tlie  frontiei-s  ;uid,  under  h'orbes 
and  Houquet,  di<>\e  tlie  wily  savagti^o  tlie 
then  far  west. 

Of  your  revolutionary  heroes  there 
are  a large  iiuniher  of  whom  we  lia\e 
only  the  iiiei-e^ames.  If  you  will  • hui 
look  up  the  wills,  deeds  and  the  iulininis- 
tration  accounts  of  your  early  settlers  at 
Lancaster,  llaiTishurg  and  fjehanon,  you 
may  be  able  to  .secure  some  clue  as  to 
these  ancestoi-s  of  jours. 

Ajiart  from  the  luilitary^ien  during  the 
struggle  for  independence,  man'y  there 
were  whose"  services  to  the  county  and 
state  ought  not  to  continue  to  he  unre- 
corded. W hat  is  known  of  bamuel  Jones, 
3ave  that  he  was  a justice  of  the  peace  as 
early  as  1736,  and  that  he  was  the  father 
of  iS'illiam  Jones,  who  laid  out  Williams- 
burg, now  .JonesU>wn.  Adam  Read  was 
another  nfan  who  held  olHcial  position 
prior  to  tiie  revolution,  and  whose  servic- 
es on  the  frontiers  as  a justice  have  never 
been  appreciated  hy  the  biographer.  Scat- 
tere«l  through  the  archives  and  the  “Co- 
lonial Records’’  is  found  to  be  correspond- 
ence which  will  greatly  assist  the  chron- 
icler. Daring  the  revolutionary  period, 
among  the  justices  for  this  section  ot  Lan- 
caster county  were  .lohn  'I'home,  Henry 
Schaffer,  Samuel  Jones  and  Adam  Nees. 
Other ^ olheers  wore  Clinstoplier  Uiler, 
Christopher  Kucher,  Robert  Clark.  .Vdani 
Orth,  Philip  Cireenawalt  and  Philip  ..\bys- 
tellas.  Of  the  last  nameil,  a proud neiiT 
member  of  the  tirst  Constitutional 

Convention — that  convention  that  for 

ever  endeil  the  proprietary  govern 

ment  of  the  - Penns — it  was  with  dit- 
ticulty  that  I gathereil  up  sufficient 

data  to  nuke  a readable  sketch.  He 
was  one  of-  the  most  remarkable  men 
in.  thi.s  section  during  the  revolutionary 
era.  At  the  close  of  that  war,  however, 
he  removeil  to  \’ii-ginia,  and  the  last  pub- 
lic duty  we  tind  he  performed  was  in  be- 
ing one  of  the  pall  bearers  at  the  funei'ai 
of  General  W'aahington.  'Dthei's  tliere 
were„  prominent  not  'only  in  official  life, 
alone,,  but  in  the  church  and  in  local  af 
fairs,  of  whom  no  record  has  l>een  pre- 
served. It  will  be  your  province  to  gath- 
er up  all  possible  information  concerning 
these  heroes  of  the  jiast.  of  the  days  of 
’76. 

Coming  down  to  later  times,  Lebanon 


Coi«ity  piu-ticipateil  in  the  war  of  1S12  14, 
and  her  .senices  in  Lliat  stH'ond  war  lor 
iudependenc#«wei-e  as  memorable  as  any 
«<*<-tion  of  the  stiitc. 

In  the  days  ubich  passed  between  the 
war  ot  1813  and  tlie  rebellion,  from  tln^ 
time  the  conntj'^ot  Ivebanon  entereil  u|)on 
Its  in<le[)emTent  career,  there  were  many 
icadei-s  ot  public  opinion  in  4,lie  couiily, 
men  who  dc*serve  recognition  at  jour 
iiands,  and  1 ask  you,  therefore,  to  gainer 
iip  these  fragments  of  your  biogniiihieal 
hi-story  that  not  one  item  may  be  lost. 
During  this  pericsl  we  had  what  was 
known  us  the  so-called  "corn-stqlk  ’ iniil- 
_ tui.  No  doubt  there  are  many  jiersons 
'^ill  liviiig  who  well  rec-ollecL  .scenes  fam- 
ous in, theif"  history^  the  “tnuning  or  bat- 
^ talion  daj’3.”  Ridiculous  though  they  niav 
«eeni  t(^fflW?*TrTB"ffl!r^slnfj)iy'''looked  at 
the  ludicroqs  side  of  these  affairs,  yet 
tlieir  majon  generals  and  brigadier  gener- 
als ami  alWthe  other  officers.,  aiTayed  in 
-all  the  pomjiosity  ot  war,were  pre-eminent 
in  their  du^  and  generation.  It 'may  .seem 
like  an  attejiipt  to  resurrect  the  dead,  but 
events  trans|)inng  within  these  five  de- 
cades brought  to  the  front  many  remark 
able  personages.  It  was  only  two  yeais 
ago  that  I was  waited  uimui  by  tlie  grand- 
danghtei-  of  Genenil  Stine,  of  the  Letxin- 
on  County  .Militia,  who  informed  me  that 
she  was  in  possession  ol  the  sword  of  her 
am-estor.  I infornieil  lier  that  in  due 
lime  a Historical  Society  would  be  oigan 
ized  in  -Lebanon,  and  that  sword  ought  Uj 
be  intilisted  to  its  keeping.  It  is  true  it 
is  not  tile  sword  of  Hunker  Hill,  Hrandy- 
w ine  or  Gei  inantown,  but  it  is  the  w ea 
])on  of  a general  wfiose  services  to  the 
county  were  esteennsl  and  appi  ccialcil  bj 
his  fellow  citizens. 

Need  I refer  you  to  the  prominent  part 
taken  by  LeKinon  county  in  the  “hile  nii 
plea.santness?"  It  may  l>e  said,  " I lave 
we  not  the  surviyurs  of  that  civil  contlict 
with  us?”  It  is  Uaie.  but  how  long  will 
they  remain  with  us?  Their  i-.inks  arc 
being  decimatevl  daily,— but  what  of  tin- 
pei-sonal  renu;iisc-enecs  of  the  men?  Mich 
one  has  a story  to  tell  of  "bullet  ami 
shell”  ami  “hanl  taek  and  i.-olfee."  Hut 
th^  day  is  rapidly  coming  when  we  will  no 
more  hear  their  stories.  Some  cIVort 
should  l>e  made  to  jireserve  these  rein  in 
iscenees,  brief  though  the  record  of  each 
man  may  be,  yet  they  will  be  invaluable 
to  all  who  admire  the  history  of  Ix-banmi 
county  in  the  years  to  come.  What  wouh: 
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we  not  j'iv'e  tor  tlie  reminiscences  ut  the 
.'ires  (.)!  '7U‘'

well  as  one  ot  the  greatest  producing 
counties  of  the  commonwealth.  'I'hey 
iiia>  sneeringly  designate  your  eoiinty  as 

■ laltle  Ivcbanon,”  but  it  h;ui  witliii\  it  all 
the  elements  of  energy  ami  sueci’ss  sur- 
passing that  of  many  sections  three  times 
Its  e.Ntent. 

1 now  come  to  tleiie.uogy  — tnc  liistory 
ot  the  family.  To  know  nothing  ot  our 
ancestry  or  from  whence  we  came,  to 
ha\e  no  reverence  for  the  precious  mem- 
oi  les  of  the  past  or  an  interest  ;ii  tliose 
who  are  to  succeed  us  in  the  battle  oi  hte, 
IS  to  ignore  the  elements  and  iiillneiiccs 
mat  have  made  us  what  we  are,  to  repi: 
diaie  the  natui'al  instincts  and  alfcct.ons 
"1  the  human  heart  and  to  suiipretw  the 
I'pirations  and  hojies  ot  a s<jul  that  is  lo* 
course  on  through  endh'ss  circles  ot  eter- 
nity. And  w hat  more  precioiLs  testimon- 
ial ot  your  lo\e  of  kindred  and  home  can 
'on  letive  than  that  which  provides  for 
the  transinissioii  of  the  historv'  of  \oi:r 
inccstiw,  yoni-self  and'  family  to  future 
ncra  r ions Alul  Iniw  consoling  is  tiie 
thought,  that  when  \ou  shall  have  Ih-c.i 
-iilhercd  to  your  fathers,  this  histoiy 
'li.dl  li\e  through  all  coming  time  as  a 
I'lisious  iidientaiice  to  lour  descendants.

I or  too  man\  \ears  we  have  been  content

iiiiorination  w f may  have  secureil  to  Ik* 
crliMiked,  until  too  late,  wdien  pi'ecious 
iiieniories  have  Ih'cii  etfaced,  and  interest- 
ing tacts  ^lasseil  into  oblivion. 


It  IS  now  neuj'ly  a century  since  one  of 
our  early  statesmen  noteil  that  the  colo- 
nists showed  greater  care  over  rlieir  ■‘orig- 
inals’ than  people  of  the  same  (juality  in 
I'highind;  and  Ixird  Houghton,  after  his 
second  visit  to  America,  note<l  in  an  aU- 
mirable  review  of  this  country,  that  the 
liteniture  relating  to  pedigrees  was  alto- 
gether larger  Lii  America  than  in  England, 
cutting  a larger  swath  through  the  com- 
niuiiity,  and  that  people  in  general  were 
at  more  trouble  here  than  there  to  know 
their  ancestry  accurately,  h'or  to  an  Eng 
lis'hniaii  w'ho  knew  that  there  were  no 
titles  to  -secure  by  this  care,  and  no  set- 
tled estates  whose  reversionary  inteiest 
might  make  a nuirriage  certificate  and  a 
baptismal  registry  the-  bridge  over 
which  distant  cousins  jiass  to  great 
wealth,  this  attention  to  ancestry — to 
one’s  "onginals” — was  as  unexi>ectetl  as  it 
was  astonishing.  English  pedigree  WTib 
Cl'S  deem  it  worth  little  to  trace  out  col- 
lateni!  lines,  but  American  toilers  in  the 
.same  held  deaja  with  all  branches  of  a 
tainily  alike,  and  go  to  extnionlinary 
jiains  to  establish  coUatend  Kdationships. 

It  is  perfectly  plain  that  this  lalwr  and 
t-rouble  iin|dies  at  least  an  intercut  in  •* 
one's  tamdy.  Family  pride,  pure  luid  sim- 
ple, is  a thing  which  a great  many  Amer- 
icans Would  leel  -some  shame  in  acknowl- 
i-dgiog.  .\ml  yet,  one  has  only  to  watcli 
.\meriyan  public  life  a short  time  to  .see

i*ecefesary  tu  secure  these  is  the  pruut  ul 
their,  descent.  We  read  ver>  : :vi|iient  .\ , 
and  it  is  copied  b\  all  the  new  sp.ipers.  ul 
the  United  Stales,  that  milliuns  ul  dollars 
are  awaiting  claimants  in  Knghuid,  Ire- 
Lmd  and  (lermaiiN,  and  at  uiicc  the  gene- 
alogist is  besieged  by  persons  inheriting 
-the  same  name,  who  are  desirous  ul  se- 
curing therefrom  all  these  mythical  lur 
tunes. 

Perchance,  and  1 regret  to  say  it,  there

mation  whieh  htis  come  down  to  you 
through  tradition,  from  those  who  Iuim 
pa.s.stMl  froifi  the  stage  of  life.

' Tn  these  days  of  ptitriotie-hereditarv  .<'> 
defies,  much  interest  d mtinifested  in  ge 
neaJogietil  work,  hut  T would  admoiiis 
y'ou  to  be  sure  you  have  your  peiligre 
built  uj)  to,  and  including  the  first  settler 
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m this  couiiLry.  Keceiitly  1 had  a de-

llie  rolls  1 tmind  some  twenty,  each  with

You  may  think  this 
Ls  ditiicult  to  do.  It  is  not  as  dilhciill  as 
one  would  imagine.  (If  course,  in, the  ab- 
.'ence  of  town  records,  tlie  peiligrec  build- 
er may  not  find  the  information  .so  read- 
ily at  hand,  but  thei'C  are  other  soun-es 
iroin  which  projier  ilata  may  be  secured 
to  prepare  the  annals  of  the  family. 

Bewai'e  of  the  three  brothers’  theory, 
and  be  satislied  tliat  there  is  but  one  head 
"1  the  family,  concerning  whom  you  pro- 
pose to  jirepare  a record.  Neither  say 
that  your  ancestor  came  over  on  tlie 
■ .'layflower"  or  on  the  "W'elcome  ' with 
\\  illiam  I’enn,  unless  you  ha\e  i>ositi\e 
authority,  *as  the  list  of  passeng.ei-s  on 
hotli.  those  vessels  are  known,  and  jt'ni’ 
iini.v  make  a mistake.  It  is  .sad  to  think

iliem  would  have  gone  to  tlie  bottom  long 
i'ci(u-e  the\  reaclieil  iind-ocean.  It  w a.s 
"Illy  recentl\'  tlia"  a gentleman  gave  iin- 
iIk'  name  oI  Ins  ancestor  who  cainc  over 
"II  the  Mayflower,  and  who  lost  his  life 
while  hunting  shortly  after  landing,  in 
h'-’ll.  1 do  not  know  what  the  anci-slor- 

"as  hunting  just  at  that  time,  Init  1 am 
'are  ot  one  thing,  that  all  the  emigrants 
"11  the  .MavMower  were  glad  enough  to 
i"iiuiiii  on  Ixiard  tlie"vessel  until  the 
'pring  of  Ui'Jl.  Besides  tliat,  I could  not 
iiiid  the  name  among  the  list  of  those 
" ho  came  over  on  that  famous  vessel. 

I hese  are  m.itters  that  should  lie  guarded 
-aiiist.  Do  not  claim  too  much.  Secure 
file  facts  and  place  them  on  record. 

Some  of  you  mav  ask  how,  in  the  fre- 
'picnt  absence  of  tlie  reciml.s  of  tlie  fain- 
hi,  sliidl  this  work  commence,  nds.  In 
I he  nieagerness  of  data  has  been  done. 
■Old  you  can  all  lussist  in  doing  good  work 
"iso  on  this  line,  We  all  know  who  our 
parents  are,  and  our  grandparents,  and 
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I>eixhance  our  great-grandparents,  but 
who  can  give  the  names  of  his  si.xteen 
great-great-grandparents,  or  any  beyond 
that’;'  A person  who  can  trace  back  his 
si.\  or  more  ancestors  deserves  honor  for 
so  doing,  and  there  are  many  in  our  state 
today  wlio  have  succeeded  therein  with 
less  data  to  start  upon  than  any  one  here 
may  have. 

^'our  county  of  Jjebanon  was  formerly 
an  integral  part  of  that  of  Dauphin.  Dau- 
phin was  formed  from  that  of  Dincaster, 
w hich  was  organizetl  in  1729  from  Chester 

-Dau]>hiii  in  1785,  Lebanon  in  1813.  So 
vou  find  you  have  the  records  of  yonr 
own  county,  those  of  Dauphin  and  those 
of  Lincaster  to  .search.  ( )f  course,  this 
is  not  an  easy  task,  nor  does  it  suit  every 
individual  to  make  these  researches;  ami 
rids  brings  me  to  one  of -the  princip<il  ob- 
jects of  the  local  Historical  Society.  In 
time  some  industrious  member  whose 
heart  is  in  such  a work,^  will  attempt  to 
go  over  the  wills,  the  admi-idstration  ac- 
count.s,  the  deetls,  and  make  copies  of  the 
a.ssessment  lists  prior  to  the  organization 
of  viuir  couii^',  as  well  as  other  docu- 
ments Iveariiig  upon  the  history  of  Lebaai- 
on.  From  them  you  can  gift  her  much  re- 
lating to  the  early  families,  and  these  can 
be  suiipleinented  by  the  records  in  Iveb* 
anon,  old  graveyard  inscriptions,  and 
data  furnishevl  by  the  meager  information 
pi't'serveil  in  your  various  churches 
t lii'oiighoi!  t the  county.  It  is  no  easy  bisk 
to  ili>  this,  but  "where  there  is  a will 
• tliei'e  is  a wav,"  and  1 hope  to  live  to  see 
the  lime  when  the  Ivcbanon  Countv  His- 
torical Soi  .cly  IS  ill  ])o.ssession  of  all  this 
information. 

With  these  important  items  before  >011 
conceining  the  history,  biography  and  ge^ 
nealogv  of  Lebanon  county,  you  have 
picntv  of  work  outlined  in  this  |>aper.  1 
sinccrt^ly  trust  that  there  may  be  some  of 
>1)11  who’  will  t;ike  to  heart  much  that  I 
have  referreil  to,  and  determine  that  as 
for  V ()Ui-s4.dves  you  will  assist  in  the  pious 
diitv  i-ominendeil  to  you.  'I'liis  society 
can  accomplish  all  and  more  than  1 have 
pointed  out,  but  it  will  reipdre  (xitience 
and  pei"sevenince  and  ait  enthusiasm  for 
the  lalxir  which  such  work  requirw.  Do 
not  allow  your  energy  to  flag.  Keep  up 
vour  siK-iety.  You  may  l>e  only  a hand- 
ful _n<i>v,  but  if  you  will  hold  togeth- 
er, the  day  will  come  when  your 
. work  will  be  appreciated,  and  others  will 
st*ek  to  enjoy  your  privileges.  With  the 
increasetl  interest  manifesteil  by  the  mem- 
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l)oi-h  of  liereilitary  socieLies,  Llu,-be  may  l>c 
of  great  value  to  you.  t'ouifsL'!  lliem. 
however,  to  make  their  re.^earehes  along 
the  lines  of  hoiu^  history,  ami  not  to  eoi;- 
jamie  in  the  glorifieation  ami  reiferatioa 
of  the  old  myth.s  ami  tradilion.s,  unsiib- 
staiitiated  hy  aeeunitc  ii'cords,  ami  jire 
pared  by  those  who  have  no  SN’iitfiathy 
with  our  !<ectioM  of  this  great  stale.

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III  tins  short  skotcli,  or  address,  we  have 
^ttJe  or  notliiiit'  to  do  with  ivy-elad 
to^^e^8  and  hattleiiieiited  eastles,  sueh  a.s 
would  Figure  eouspicuously  iii  Clie  liislory 
oi  many  towns  and  villages  ot  Kngland  or 
(lermany.  'I'lie  eonditioos  .uid  reiiuire- 
iiients  of  feudalism  that  remh-red  sti'ong- 
holds  a necessity  to  the  safety  of  the  lord 
of  the  fee  in  Kunjpe  during  the  middle 
age«  never  had  any  e.xisteuee  in  the  New 
World.  The  town  of  I leidellmix' 
up  in  the  wilderness,  and  was  tlie  result 
of  a number  ot  plain  |KK>ple.  associating 
themselves  together  for  mutual  conven- 
ience and  security. 

'Ihe  people  who  lirsl  settled  here  cUnt 
built  the  town  had  little  of  the  sjurit 
of  romantic  adventure  about  them.  They 
were  but  a few  of  the  many  who  migraleii 
in  the  early  years  of  the  eighteenth  cen- 
tury from  the  Rhine  countries  to  I’enn- 
sylvania.  The  causQ  of  their  migration  is 
well  known.  Dire  necessity  compelleit 
them  to  leave  their  aiicestnil  homes  lo 
seek  an  abiibng  jilace  in  a strange  lam;. 
I’he  ruthlessness  of  French  iiisadeis  in 
the  closing  decade  of  the  seventeenth  cen- 
tury had  left  many  of  U cm  homeless  am! 
most  of  them  e-Vlremely  poor,  if  not  di-s- 
titute.  In  the  e.xtremitv  ot  their  neetl 
<io(l  opeiied  a waj  ol  escajic  for  llieu. 
Irom  the  house  of  bondage.  Tlie\  hwaiil 
ot  a land  of  promise,  which  was  tlien  lit 
erany  a howling  wildenwsr+,  but  which 
their  industry  was  to  cause  to  smile  with 
identy  and  beauty;  and  they  lost  no  tiim- 
III  setting  out  to  reach  it.  Thousamls 
upon  tlmiisands  of  Palatinates,  Swi.ss  and 
Suabians  made  their  homes  in  Penns 
Woods  during  the  first  naif  of  the  eigh- 
teenth century,  and  among  these  were  the 
■'ettlere  of  Heidelberg  township  and  town. 

W'e  have  no  boasttui  chums  to  make 
tor  these  (lerman-and  Swiss  settles;  ami 
yet  there  was  a sturds  lieroism  and  Ixild 
enterprise  about  the  manner  of  their  mi- 
gratiem  that  we  are  comi>elled  to  admire, 
and  that  might  well  inspire  the  p<m  of  the 
pot't  and  st-ory  writer,  far  above  the  story 
of  the  wamlei'ings  of  Kiieas  and  his  band 
of  Trojans,  It  is  lauded  as  a brave  thing 
in  the  Pilgrim  Fathers  to  have  settled  on 


the  bleak  shores  of  New  Englaml  in  1020; 
but  It  Wius  just  as  brave  a thing  for  the 
Palatinates  and  other  ti’ermans  and  Swiss 
at  the  beginning  of  the  eighteenth  century 
to  leiive  the  hauuLs  ,uid  comforts  of  civ  il- 
i/.ation  far  lieliind,  move  inland  through 
unbroken  stretches  of  deu.se  forc'st,  and 
make  their  habitation  in  primeval  .stili- 
tudes  in  such  jilaces  as  a bubbbng  spring 
or  a stream  of  water  marked  as  desirable. 
Humble  of  birth  though  they  were,  amt 
ill  many  cas'es  so  jioor  that  tliey  wefe  un 
able  to  ])ay  their  jwus.siige  across  the  ocean, 
the  Herman  settlers  of  Pennsylvania  were 
among  nature’s  noblemen,  iiossessing  a 
sturdiness  of  character  that  aseurerl  them 
a complete,  if  not  an  e.isy,  victory  Over 
adverse  ciix-umstances. 

The  earliest^istory  of  SchaetTerstown  is 
wwaiipetl  in  obscurity.  It  i;^  impossible  to 
H.\  the  date  when  the  hi-st  white  peofite 
made  tlieir  home  heie.  Any  ilate  be- 
tween 1705  and  1720  will  do  lus  well  as  an- 
other, as  absolute  certainty  is  unobtain- 
able. It  seems  reasonably  cerUiin,  how- 
ever, that  the  tirst  settlement  was 
maile  prior  to  1720.  and  that  the  tirst 
settic’rs  were  derma  ii  dews.  What 
motive  they  had  tor  making  their 

homes  among  tlie  savages  who  then 
inhabited  the  wilderiies-s  is  a matter  for 
conjecture,  but  it  is  probable  that  they 
were  Indian  traders.  'I'hey  apparently 
gave  themselves  little  concern  aUnit  tin- 
title  to  the  land  they  occiipievl,  although 
they  ei'ected  a number  of  sulistantia; 
dwellin'g  houses  and  a synagogue,  and  set 
a[>iu-t  a small  piece  of  land  for  a burial 
ground,  which  they  emiosevi  with  a thick 
stone  wall.  It  is  .said  that  tliey  also  had 
a rabbi  to  e.xpoimd  the  scriptures,  for 
them  in  tlie  synagogue.  .-Ml  this,  except 
wliat  pertains  to  the  cemetery,  is  fojindeti 
on  tradition.

THK  FK.\NKLIN  HOrSKi 

This  historic  hostelry  stands  on  the 
northwest  corner  ot  Alarket  siiiiarc  and 
Main  street.  it-"was  erected  by  Alexan- 
der SchaelTer  in  17.VJ,  and  is  built  sub 
stantially  of  stone.  Its  e.xterior  walls  are 
of  uncommon  tlmd-cness  .iiid  its  archeil 
and  groined  cellar  shows  solid  and  aitis 
tic  masonry  which  man\  sightseer. h.i\e 
admired.  It  is  not  kno\\'n  wlu'tlier 
Schaeffer  hiin.selt  was  ever  in  tjie  hotel 
business  or  not.  During  Lolonial  time.s 
the  hotel  l>oce  tlie  name  ol  "Ihe  King 
lleorge;"  after  the  Kevnlution.iry  war  it 
.became  the  "(Jeoi'ge  Washington  ami 
subsequently,  the  "hi'aiiklin  House, 
wdiich  last  name  it  still  ret. mis.  In  1MS4 
it  was  remodeled  and  greatly  enl.irgi’d, 
but  its  original  waFIs  remain. 

TllK  W’ATKK  WORKS. 

dhere  are  those  who  claitn  th.it  the 
Schaefferstow  n w ater  woi  ks  are  the  old- 
est of  their  kind  in  the  I nited  States. 
The  exact  dite  of  their  constrm  t nm  is 
unknown,  but  it  is  h.xisl  by  good  author 
itv  prior  to  lioO.  Ihe  source  ot  tin’  \\ater 
supply  is  a never  t.iiling  spring  id  pure 
soft  water,  ioc.iti  ! at  aixmt  the  middle 
of  the  northern  slope  ot  fower  Hill,  .it  a 
distance  of  between  two  hundred  .ind  tifty 
and  three  hundred  y.irds  trom  the  center 
of  Market  souare.  .\  small  reseiwoir  w.is 
constructed  .it  the  spring  and  co\ered  'luid 
enelo.sed  with  a stone  arch;  and  from  this 
the  water  was  conducted  by  means  of  un- 
derground [iipcss  to  .ind  along  Market 
street  north  to  the  northwest  corner  ot 
Market  sipiare.  .\  fountain,  or  hydr.int, 
was  |)hiced  there,  .ind  aiiotlwr  .ilxmt  a 
hundred  cards  .south  ot  the  first;  and 
from  lx)th  of  these  the  water  flows  with- 
out interruption  throughout  the  year. 
1 he  title  to  the  lot  on  which  the  soring 
is  locatesl  was  conveyed  by  .Mexaiider 
Schaeffer  and  Anna  Knglc,  his  wite,  by 
deed  dateil  .Inly  16,  1763,-10  (leorge  I 1- 
rich  and  Frederick  Albright,  trustees  amJ 
overseers  of  said  leading  si»ring  and  tract 
of  land,  for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants  oi 
Market  street,  of  the  towm  of  Heidelberg, 
-under  and  subject,  however,  to  the  ciis 
tomary  ground  rent  to  be  jiaid  yearly  to 
said  grantor,  his  heirs  and  assigns  forever. 

STIEOEL'S  CASTLE  OR  TOWER. 

Henry  William  Stiegel,  coinmonly 


knftwn  as  |faron  Stiegid,  the  loiindcr  ot 
.Manheim,  Lincaster  count\',  a man  with 
a ehe<.rkere<T^wareer.  being  an  ironmaslcr, 
glass  m.iiiulacturer  and  school  teailun  at 
dilfeicnt  periods  ot  his  life,  in  the  \c.ir 
iTtib  built  a castle,  or  lower,  on  top  ot  thy 
hill  on  whose  ni^thern  slojie  the  spring  ot 
the  Schaeffeystown  waiter  company  is  io- 
t.itcd.  The.  tower  \vas  constructed  of 
wiMsl,  except  the  foiindatums,  and  liad 
the  shape  of  a frustnim  of  a p\raniid,  be 
'ing  tift\'  feet  souare  at  the  base  ami  ten 
•feel  sipiare  at  the  to]),  ;ind  seveiit\ dive 
feel  in  height.  The  baron  was  the  very 
soul  of  hosjiitiility,  ;uid  he  built  this  cas 
tie  for  tire  |iur])ose  of  entertaining  his 
. friends  as  well  as  the  iicsqile  of  the  neigh- 
^^^orhood\ii  general  in  luincely  style  at 
/ lixisl  .peritxls  of  tl^e  year,  when  he  made 
I brief  visits  there_Th.e.  interior  of  the 
1 astle^on51??e<T^)r^9ewraP  .spaiuous  ban- 
ipiet  htills.  . The  structure  long  ago  fell 
in  deca\'.  and  not  :i  vestige  of  it  now  re- 
mains; lure  the  lull  on  w'hich  it  stood  is 
' still  known  as  Tower  Hill. 

THE  REFORMED  CHURCH. 

The  earliest  Reformed  and  liutheran 
settlers  were  not  indifferent  to  the  cause 
of  education.  'I'hey  straightway  erected 
a schoolbouse,  a log  building,  on  * the 
northern  part  of  the  lot  at  present  owned 
by  the  Reioiincd  congregation,  for  their 
(Simmon  use.  In  that  humble  editice  the 
children  ot  the  neighboidiood  were  taught 
re.iding,  writing,  and  arithmetic;  and  di 
vine  worahip  w.is  also  held  there  when 
ever  Rt'formed  or  Lutheran  clerg\  inen 
came  to  town.  'I'he  Reformcsl  lucachers 
who  ministered  to  the  spiritual  wants  of 
the  people  in  this  wa>’  from  lime  to  time 
were  Conrad  'rempleman,  .Io)in  Coniiid  Rn- 
cher,  .lobn  Zufall,  .lohn  William  Kunkel, 
Doininiciis  Rai’tltolomeus,  .I<din  H. 
Kengcr  and  William  Stoy.  ( >f  the 
Luthenin  ministers  who  served  their 
|Hs>ple  during  TTiis  period  iiiifort  umite- 
Iv  no  ris.-ord  exists.  .lohn  I’heo- 
dore  1 Infills,  a member  of  the  Reformed 
church,  is  the  first  school  teacher  men- 
tioned in  connection  with  the  school 
house.  We  have  rea.son  to  beliexc  that 
the  schoolhouse  was  erected  earlv  in  the 
ISth  century  from  the  fact  that  in  1766 
it  was  necessary  to  repair  it  at  consider- 
aV)le  cost. 

Sometime  subsextuent  to  the  erection  of 
the  schoolhouse  a union  church,  also  ot 
logs,  was  built,  in  which  the  Reformed 
and  Ivutheran  people,, then  worshiiquMl  till 
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when,  in  coiiHuieration  of  *-‘i^;hly 
|iuuii(is  steiliii)'  monej',  payable  m tour  iii- 
'Uillmenl.s,  llie  Lutherans  sold  Lheir  inter- 
est|iii  the  lot,  ehiireh  and  sehoolhoiise  to 
I he  Keforiiied.  Alexander  Scliaelier  and 
Aiiij.i  Kngel,  his  wile,  by  dr-ed,  dated  Se])- 
teiii^KM'  (),  iTlio,  lor  the  consideration  ol 
li\e  shillings  ami  a \ early  ground  rent  ot 
line  peiuiv  sterling,  coii\e_\ed  the  lot  on 
w hich’ tlie  chureli  and  sehoolhoiise  stood, 
being  lot  No.  42  in  tlie  general  jdaii  ot 
the  town,  to  .John  \\  ollesperger  and 
Durst  'I'hoinas,  trustees  ot  tlie  tiernian 
Keforined  church,  and  tlieir  succi’ssors  in 
nihee,  ami  assigns  torever.  1 he  Ketorincd 
I iiiigregation  continued  to  worshi[i  in  the 
old  church  until  171)5,  wtien  it  "as  replae 
ed  by  a new  structure  ot  stone,  built  on 
the  adjoining  lot,  on  Main  street,  which 
lot  the  congregation  had  bought  Iroiii 
( apt.  lleniy  Schaetfer  in  17140.

THE  LL  rilKKAN  CllUKCH. 

'I'he  Lutheran  congregation,  having  sold 
its  interest  in  the  L riioii  church,  bought 
the  lot  on  the  corner-  ot  Front  and  .Main 
streets,  and  began,  in  1705,  the  ens  tion  or 
a churcii  for  themsebes.  It  wa.-.  built 
suliKtiintially  of  , stone,  lime.stone  wadis, 
with  .samlstone  trimmings;  and  su  welf 
was  the  mason  work  done  that  , liter  the 
lapse  of  si.x  score  tears  the  wall.-^  were  as 
solid  as  a rock.  The  church  had  three  en- 
ti'ances:  one  on  .Main  str-eet,  another  on 
Fi'ont  sti'cet,  ami  the  tim'd  at  the  western 
end.  'Ihe  interior  was  titted  with  galler 
les- on  the  east,  south  and  west  sides,  rest 
ing  On  massive  wooden  pillars.  Stairwas.s 
leii  up  to  these  galleries  from  Uie  eiustei'ii 
and  western  entniiu-es.  .An  old  pipe  or 
gan,  rnaile  by  DietleiilKich,  ociupievl  a p.irt 
of  the  western  gallerv,  the  bellows  ot 
w liii-li  were  opei'attsl  bv  means  of  ropes 
pemLant  from  alsive.  Tlie  liell  on  tin* 
chui'eh  was  also  rung  Irom  tli.it  part  ot 
the  gallery.  The  pews  w eiv  sti'aj^ht  b.u  k 
ed,  with  a hymn  book  rest  on  U>p.  The 
pulpit,  shaped  like  a goblet,  stood  against 
the  northern  wall,  and  had  an  ornamental 
sounding  Ixvarxl,  or  i-anopy,  abo\e  it  and  a 
nai'row  staircase  leading  up  to  it.  I'lie 
altar  occupied  a jiusition  directlv  in  front 
of  the  pulpit  and  was  encloseil  with  a 
high  woollen  nuling.  The  church  was 
completed  in  17(57,  and  Henry  I’etfei'  and 
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Philip  Peffer  did  the  carpentering.  Thej 
left  a meniorandoni,  unlten  in  red  chalk 
on  the  inside  of  llie  sounding  boanl,  a.s 
fodows;  Heinrich  Plelfer,  Philip  Ptetlcr, 
Schreiner,  habeii  dicsc  Kirche  Arheit  ge- 
macht  in  dun)'  -Mi>nth  17(37  (Evan^liscli 
(remeindl-  The  pastors  of  the  c:)iigri*ga- 
lion  during  the  eighteenth  century,  ot 
whom  we  have^rty  reeoial,  were  .John 
I as  per  Sincxer,  hied.  Augustus  t'-oiirad 
Muldeiihcig,  ami  tJhristophcf  Emanuel

LTd.  He  emigrated  to  this  countrv,  ac- 
eompanied  by  Ins  wife,  Anna  Engeli  it  is 
siiiiposed,  ij«or  to  1738.  He  settled  on  a 
barren  sj^oL  on  tbc  fcJouth  Mountain,  near 
The  1 opiar.  .Spring,  where  he.  built  a 
lioii.se,  set  out  an  apple  orchard,  and 
made  some  attempts  at  farming.  Finding 
the  result  not  at  all  encouraging,,  he 
abandoned  the  iiiiproniisiiig  locality  and 
moved  into  the  valley  to  the  north  of 
tow  n.  He  must  have  had  some  -ineaus, 
tor  he  aciiuired  several  large  tracts  of 
land,  in  L58  he  bought  two  tracts  from 
■Mai  tin  1 liuiiias  anil  Barbara,  hi.s  wite, 
containing  in  the  aggregate  204  acres  of 
land;  and  tlie.se  two  tracts  included  nearly, 
.ill  ot  tl^e  land  on  wli: -h  the  town  is  huilt. 
The  town  even  at  that  early  date  eoii- 
taineu  many  inha  .ants,  but  they  were 
merely  settlers  and  bad  no  title  to  tlie- 
land  on  vvhich  they  had  made  their 
homes.  Scliaelfer  tlien  laid  out  the  town 
.systematically,  accorduig.^o  a model  much 
111  vogue,  reserving  an  open  .sipiaie  in  the 
center,  around  which  it  was  expected  the 
principal  business  places  would  be  loi-at- 
ed;  and  he  and  hk+  wife  conveyed  title  to 
the  lots,  siiliject  to  a ground  rent  of  stat- 
ed amount^  to  be  paid  yearly  to  tiie-grant- 
or,  bis  heirs  or  assigns  forever,  to  the 
residents  a.s  'Well  as  to  others  who  dtsiired 
to  own  them.  '1  ue  ground  rent  in  the 
ease  of  lots  conveyed  to  the  churches  was 
noimnal,  lieing  only  a penny  a year, 
bieliaeffer  followed  the  vocation  of  farm- 
ing for  a numlier  of  years,  and  later  con 
ducteil  a general  merchandise  store.  He 
and  his  wife,  Anna  Engel,  were  both  iiii 
able  to  write,  and  executed  all  deeds  by 
making  their  mark.  Anna  Engel  died  in 
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I77J,  ageti  W years,  and  ScdiaefTer  subse- 
()nentiy  married  again.  The  name  of  his 
second  wife  was  Catharine.  He  dfed 
.\pr^  10,  17H(5,  and  his  body  reposes  in  the
